Unexpected Developments in the 
Trial of the Famous O’Shea 
Suit for Divorce. 


Counsel for Respéndent Declines 
to Take any Part in the 
Proceedings. 


Parnell Fails te Appear in Court—Strong 
Presentation ef the Case by the Atterney 
for the Prosecution—What Is Expected 
te Be Proved—The Costs in the Case Will 
Fall Upon the Co- Respendent—The Irish 
Champion Will Net Lead His Party in 
the Coming Sessien of Parliament— 
Amendment te the Address in Reply to 
the Speech From the Threne—Railway 
Calamity in Turkey—The Tipperary 
Triale—Carrent British Tepies— Foreign 
News. 


LONDON, Nov. 15.—The trial of the O’Shea 
divorce case opened in the Divorce Court this 
morning. A large audience was present to 
listen tothe proceedings. Mr. Justice Butt 
presided. Aspecial jury bad been impannelied 
to try the case. Messrs. Olark, Inderwick, 
Lewis and Coward appeared for 
O'Shea, the plaintiff, and Mossrs. 
Lockwood and Pritchard for Mrs. O'Shea, 
the respondent, and Mr. MeCall for Mrs. 
Steele, sister of Mrs. O'Shea, against whom 
there is am countercharge of adultery with 
Capt. O’S8bea. Mr. Parnell, the corespond.- 
ent, was not represented Dy counsel. Capt. 
O’Snea was seated in front of Mr. Inderwick, 
and was the only prominent figure present. 

Mr. Coward briefly opened the case for the 
petitioner, He said that as he understood the 
case the respondent denied that she had com- 
mitted adultery as did also the respondent. 
The respondent, he said, in addition to her 
denial further alleged that the petitioner had 
connived at her adultery; had wilfully separ- 
ated himeelf from her and was guilty of un- 
reasonable delay in bringing the action 
ag alust her. 

THE DEFENSE ABANDONED. 

Mrs. O’Shea’s counsel said he did not in- 
tend to  oross-examine any witnesses 
nor call amy witness in behalf ot Mrs. O’Shea 
nor take any part in the proceedings. An 
immense sensation was caused by this an- 
nouncement, at theaction of the defense con- 
demns Mr. Parnell te very heavy costs. 

The course pursued by Mr. Lockwood of 
counsel for Mrs. O’Shea im abandoning all in- 
tention to either cross-examine or call wit- 
nesses on behalf of the defense has very ma- 
terially altered the position of the famous 
case. Mr. Clarke of the counsel for Capt. 
O’Shea, in calling attention te the changed 
com plexios of affairs, said that the prosecu- 
tion found itself in court with neither re- 
spondent nor corespondent to participate in 
the conduct of a defense. 

Mr. Justice Butt bere remarked: ‘‘The sit- 
uation is quite new to me, and asked, 
Does any one appear for Mr. Parneli?’’ 

„I bave inquired,’’ responded Mr. Clark, 
**but find that no one appears for him. It is, 
therefore, ah undefended case.’’ 


WHAT WILL BE PROVEN. 

Continuing, he said that in the interests of 
his client and in view of the remarkable 
Pleadings it would be necessary to prove the 
petitioner’s case by sufficient evidence. The 
petition fora divorce, he said, was filed in 
December last. Mr. Parnell had then putina 
simple denial of the Chicago adultery. 
Mrs. O’ Shea did not content ber- 
self with a denial, but made 
counter charges against her husband, 
alleging that he had vommitted adultery with 
a number of different persons including her 
own sister, Mrs. Steele. She also charged 
him with cruelty and with baving: connived 
at ber adultery for a period extending over a 
series of years. The plea almost 
amounted to a confession of adultery. 
The husband was cruelly annoyed at the 
defendant’s charges, but he (Clarke) would 
be able absolutely to disprove every possible 
suggestion against Bim. He could show that 
the charge of connivance was groundyjess; 
that when O’Shea first heard of the intimacy 
between his wife aud Parnell he challenged 
Parnell to fight aduelon the Oontinent. 
That continuous acts of adultery bad been 
comm itted by ‘respondent and eorespondent 
would placed be beyond doubt. Witnesses 
would prove that while the respondent was 
visiting in Bedford Square she was visited by 
Parnell, who went under the name of Smith. At 
another house he visited her as Mr. Stuart, On 
one occasion he had to escape by a baleony to 
avoid detection by O’ Shea. 


DARED NOT APPEAR. 
The respondent and Mr. Parnell, Mr. Clarke 
maintained, hae actually lived together at 
East Bourne and Brockley. Mr. Parnell, he 
said, could not face the evidence. He allowed 
judgment to go by default because he dared 
not go into the witness-box. The criminal 
law had terrors for some people whom 
the moral law could not bind. 
He did not wonder at Mr. 
Parnell’s refusal to answer charges of faith- 
lessness and faisehood and betrayal of the 
friendebip of the man who was trusting him. 
Capt. O’ Shea stood for Parliament in 1880. He 
was then introduced to Mr. Parnell, who 
dined with bim and Mrs. O'Shea, Mrs. Steele 
being one of the party. Nothing excited Capt 
O’shea’s suspicion until 1881, when Mr. Parnell 
visited the respondent at Eltham. His an- 
noyance over Mr. Parnell’s approaches to his 
wife led Capt. O'Shea to send a challenge to 
Mr. Parnell. Mrs. Steele saw Parnell, who 
assured her that there was no ground for 
jealous suspicions. O’Shea wrote to Parnell 
and the latter replied that he had answered 
through the assurances he bad klven Mrs. 
Steele. Afterwards affectionate rela- 
tions between O’Shea and his wife 
were continued and Parnell was again invited 
to Eltham. In 1882, after Parnell had been re- 
leased from Kilmanbam Jali, he renewed his 
visite to Eitham and almost habitually siept 
there. Parnell used to drive from Parliament 
to Kitham and Mrs. O'Shea would come down 
stairs to meet him when he arrived. Some- 
times she slept away trem the house when 
Parnell was not there. | 
Capt. O’Shea wrote to his wife remonstrat- 
ing againet these visiteand declaring his in - 
tention of vacating his seat in eon pe 
te. On one oceasign he had found u port- 
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and carried it off, throwing it out of a railway 
station.

Foreign News in Brief. 


In view of the compulsory conscription of 
candidates forthe priesthood, the Bishop of 
Orleans, France, has issued a pastoral pro- 
testing agalnst the charge that priests are un- 
patriotic, although he says: their sacred 
character does not allow them to shed the 
blood of the enemy. 

A dispatch from Madrid says that the total 
numberof deaths from cholera in Spain dur- 
ing the present epidemic is about three thous- 
and. The discase has not yet been stamped 
out in Valencia. 

Advices from Helsingfors states that the 
censorship is being enforced with extreme 
rigor againstthe Finnish newspapers. Two 
government officials have been dismissed for 
subscribing their names to a petition in favor 
of more liberal methods inthe treatment of 
the people. 

The Roumanian Governmentehas protested 
against the violation of Roumanian territory 
by the Russians, a suspected Nihilist named 
Simisky having been followed across the 
frontier by the Russian police, siezed and 
taken to Odessa, where he was condemned to 
death. 

Eighty Servians recently made a cattle 
raid into Turkish territory and were repuised 
after asanguinary conflict by the Arnauts, 
several being killed on each side. 

About 1,000 colliers near Swansea have gone 
on a strike for an increase of 15 per cent in 
wages. 

Kate Riordan, who recently shot and 
wounded Dr. Bright, Master of University 
College, Oxford, has been found guilty and 
sentenced to six years’ imprisonment.

The Embarrassment of Baring 
Brothers Depresses the 
Market. 


A Famous Firm Seriously In- 
volved by the Fall in Stocks. 


Under Pressure From London the New 
York Stoek Market Declines All Aleng 
the Line—Sharp Fall in the Villard and 
8. V. White Securities—An Exncourag- 
ing Bark Statement—Great Sums Raised 
in London te Sustain the House of Bar- 
ing Bres.—An Excited Market and Lower 
Prices at the Close. 


EW YORK, Nov. 
15.—News from Lon- 
don had a good ef- 
fect on the stock 
marketin this city, 
as early reports 
were to the effect 
that American se- 
curities were 
stronger, and the 
3 tone of the market 
better. About fifteen million doliars in gold 
was received in London to-day; and ten mu- 
ilons additional is expected on Monday. The 
efect of this has been tocaseup the money 
market,and consequently to advance prices. A 
disturbing influence has been the numerous 
rumors as to one or two large houses being in 
trouble. Martin & Co. is commonly reported 
to be unable to meet its liabilities, but the 
policy of London financiers during the pres- 
ent depression has been to prevent failures, 
and to sustain any firm that if allowed suff 
cient time could pay out. 
DISQUIETING REPORTS. 

It was rumored that last night a meeting of 
bank directors was held, and the affairs of 
Martin & Co. discussed. The result of the 
‘consultation isnotknown, which causes no 
little anxiety as the situation on the stock 
market, although betterthan it has been for 
several days, is admitted to be serious, and a 
few failures would send prices down with 
great radidity and disastrous effect. The 
market in this city which has during the 
last two weeks followed that of London more 
closely than ever befors, was 
stronger this morning. The VII- 
lards and White’s Lackawannas were 


the centers of attraction,and were freely sold, 
but many buying orders sustained them, The 
fact thas it nad not been found necessary to 
issue clearing house certificates yesterday had 
a good effect upon the money market; the 
financial stringency which has prevailed has 
had the effect of drawing money te New Yerk, 
and rates of interest were accordingly easier. 
JAY GOULD’S LETTER. 

‘Tie movement set on foot by Jay Gould, 
looking to a renewal of the Presidents’ agree- 
ment 2 the Western railroads, was 
regarded as the most important featare by far 
of the day, and had more influences in sustain- 
ing the market than anything else. Mr. Gouid 
writes as follows In reference to the situation 
west of Chicago and St. Louls. 

‘*‘A group of roads known as the Western 
and Southwestern systems traverses the most 
fertile and the most rapidly developing terri- 
tory of the United States. The stock and 
bonds in these properties are held by thou- 
sands of investors in New Yorkand Eugland 
and the Western States, the stockholders in 
some of the corporations numbering over 
12,000, and probably aggregating 100,000 stock- 
holders, and upon the presperity of these 
roads many small investors depend for divi- 
dends upon which te live. 

‘‘Something over eighteen months ago,dur- 
ing aperiod of great depression, the three 
great banking houses, Messrs. Drexel, Mor- 

an & Co., Messrs. Kidder, Peabody & Co.and 

essrs. Brown Bros., invited the presidents 
of these roads to meet at Mr. Morgan’s resi- 
dence. Theresuit of that meeting was the 
formation of the so-called ‘Presidents’ Agree- 
ment,’ and it may interest you to know the 
difference in the net earnings of this group of 
roads, as between the rates which were es- 
tablished and maintained for several months 
after that agreement and the rates that have 
prevailed under the loose and disorganized 
state of affairs that has existed since the 
4 was broken, cach road looking out 
for itself.

NARR & FRIEAD RESUME. 

The announcement that Nurr & Friend, a 
stock brokerage firm of Philadeiphia, had re- 
sumed busines, paying their creditors 33 cents 
on the dollar, opens an interesting question 
at the Stock Exchange. Mr. Narr is a member 
of the board, and according to the rules of 
the Exchange he should have informed its 
officers of his suspension afew days ago. For 
some reason he failed to do so, and because 
he was an out-of-town member, the 
President of the Exchange allowed a few 
days for a natural delay before announcing 
the suspension without notice, The firm is 
reported to have resumed business, and yet 
the Steck Exchange members will have to go 
before the committee on Insolvency and ex- 
plain why hie firm suspended payment of 
contracts. It is possiblethat he cannot be 
reinstated. If the failure was allowed to pass 
without notice, the precedent would be 
established that a member of the Stock Ex- 
change could reinstate himself. Ifa oountry 
— could do so, of course a city mem- 
ber could claim tbe privilege and the present 
rules would be overthrown. The resait will 
be that Narr & Friead will have to announve 
their 1 atthe Stock Exchange, al- 
though they have resumed business.

houses which bad for some days been in peril, 
and which, if it had fallen, would probably 
have brought down in widespread ruin alarge 
number of smaller but important firms.

Owing to the extent of their operations 
in railroads and land in South America 
the Messrs. Baring have been more 
or less embarrassed for over six 
months. It was not thought that

self.

He put up this sum 
for stock in sundry and divers lead and zinc 
mines in Jasper County, Mo., and alleges that 
the mines are not what they were cracked up 
to be.

James Mason, the Man Whe Robbed Miss 
Lizzie Krebbs, Arrested. 


| About 8:30 o’ clock last night Detectives Me- 
Grath and O'Connell arrested James Mason at 
the corner of Sixth and Elm streets and placed 
him in the holdover at the Four Courts on 
suspicion. This morning Miss Lizzie Krebvs 
positively identified the prisoner as the man 
who on the evening of July 15 last pickea her 
pocket of a purse containing $1.35 in money 


and some papers of n value to 
any person other than herself. 
It seems that Miss Krebbs, who is head sales- 
lady in a down-town retal! house, boarded the 
Washington avenue car at Sixth street. On 
the platform she felt that she was in a jam. 
Then a young man at her side grabbed her 
purse from her pocket, jumped from the car 
and escaped. 

The police have been looking for Mason 
ever since. Abous a week after this theft 
Mason, Tom O'’Oonaell, George Cessira and 
another well-known St. ‘Louis thief went with 
aparty of prominent local Democrats to a 
rally at Carlinville, III. The gang attempted 
to pick Mr. Paul Bierman’s pocket in the 
crowd without success. Mr. Bierman ob- 
tained a good view of the tnieves and recog- 
nized them on board the train when near East 
St. Louls on the return. O’Connell! and 
Cessira were caught and given into the hands 
of the East St. Louis police, while Mason 
and the fourth man escaped by jumping. On 
Nov. II, O’Connell and Cessira broke jall at 
Carlinyilie where they were confined await- 
ing trial. It now appears that a short time 
afterward Mason was taken in at Murphys 
boro, III., charged with robbing an old man- 
of $30.

THE OPERA-GLASS CASE, 


Jucge Thayer Decides Against Mr. Alee 


This Morning—Plenty of Postals. 


Judge Thayer to-day, in the United States 
Circuit Court, gave judgment for the defend- 
ant on the second trial of the case of Albert 
S. Aloe vs. James O. Churchill. Mr. Churchill 
was sued in his official capacity as 
Surveyor of the Port. Mr. Aloe im- 
ported a lot of cheap pearl opera- glasses 


and the surveyors subordinates ’ assessed the 
duty on them under the last clause of the 
metal schedule of the tariff act of Mareh, 1883. 
This clause covers articles not specially ena- 
merated composed in part of metal. The duty 
is 45 per cent ad valorem. Mr. Aloe contended 
that the duty should be assessed under the 
clause relating to manufactures of shell 
on which the duty is 20 per cent. 
The Judge said that if the plaintiff's 
theory was allowed the most expensive 
glasses which are cevered with pearl would 
pay the least duty and the cheap leather- 
covered ey the highestduty. Then the 
duty would be variable on opera-glasses ac- 
cordingly as they had or did not have shell on 
them. He decided that they are dutiable 
under the last clause of the metal schedule at 
45 per cent advalorem. 

In Chicago the question was decided the 
other way. and it bus been carried to the Su- 
preme Court. 

There is another casein the United States 
Circuit Court bere, the Eugene Jaccard Jew- 
elry Co. vs. Surveyor Churchill, involving the 
same issues, and by agreement submitted and 
decided with the Aloe case. 


Plenty of Postal Cards. 


The St. Louis Postal Card Sub-Agency is 
again doing business at the old stand. Some- 
thing like a fortnight ago the stock of postal 
cards became completely exhausted. A 


requisition for 12,000,000 cards had not been 
honored with sufficient expedition. On elec- 
tion day notice of a shipment was recelved 
and yesterday the pitiful quantity of 4,000,000 
postal cards came to hand. This is about a 
three weeks’ supply. 


THE LUMBER TRUST. 


Important Meeting of Lumbermen at Keo- 
kuk, le, 


KEOKUK, Io., Nov. 15.—A meeting of the 
lumbermen of the Mississippi Valley was held 
here yesterday to thwart the designs of a 
powerlul lumber trust recently organized at 
Eau Clare, Wis. Several years ago a system 
of classification of freight rates was adopted 
with a vie to equalizing cost to the various 
competing points, andthis arrangement has 
been satisfactory. But the new trust; has 
gone before the Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission with a petition asking for the same 

rate as Minneapolis. If this petition were 

granted it would work a bardship at every

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THE MAYOR'S SIGN ATURE. 


WHY IT WAS NOT AFFIXED TO THE “EVEN- 
ING CALL’S” BOND. 


Mr. Walker Made Every Endeaver to Have 
the Mayor Sign It and the Mayor’s Re- 
fusal Looks Queer inthe Light of Subse- 
quent Developments—Still Have Hope— 
ihe Twelfth Street Bridge. 


The bond of the Fvening Call le still unsigned 
by the Mayor, and nowthe proceedings are 
suspended because of an application for an 
injunction filed against the Mayor and the 
City Register. The circumstances of the case 
are somewhat peculiar, inasmuch as the 
actions of Mayor Noonan are rather queer. 

Yesterday Mr. Walker, the business man- 
ager of the Call, secured the signatures of all 
the city officials except the Mayor. There 
were no obstacles In the way of securing these 
but when it became necessary to get the name 
ofthe Mayor it wasa very different thing. 
Repeated visits to the Mayor’s office brought 
out each time thatthe Mayor was not at his 
office. At his residence Mr. Walker was 
treated with scant courtesy, and refused 
an audience, he being told that 
the Mayor was sick. The 
sickness, however, was not sufficient to keep 
him away from a meeting of the Mercantile 
Club, last night, nor from visiting his offiee 
this morning. City Register Wherry sent the 
bond to the Mayor’s office this morning, Dut 
by some process or other it was delayed at 
the Mayor’s office so that the injunction 
notices could get there first. The 
Mayor was asked this morning if he 
had signed the bond and he said 


he had not. A few moments later Secretary 
Brennan brought the notices into City Coun- 
sellor Bell, who told him to inform the Mayor 
that all further proceedings in the matter of 
signing the borad must be stopped. The ap- 
plication for an injunction is the work of 
Gitchell, who does not want the Call to 
get the contract. The Mayor’s fallure 
to sign the bond is perfectiy 
in keeplug with the desires of Giteheil, and 
at present it looks very much like coopera- 
tion. 


Still Have Hope. 


The Merz garbage reducers have not yet 
given up hope and are still trying to bring 
the Council into line on their contract. They 
have put into execution two plans, which 
they expect to have a good effect. One ap- 


pears in the contract itself, which states that 
no pay will be asked when the amount of 
garbage reaches over 100 tons a day. The 
other plan is to have a committee of three 
members of the Council and three citizens 
become the guests of the Merz Co., and visit 
their works at Philadelphia, where every- 
thing will be in readiness to receive them. 
Of the three eitizens one is tobe a sani- 
tary engineer, one a physician and the 
third a business man Cf standing. The idea is 
to take these six gentiemen on to Philadelphia 
and treat them in the best possible manner, 
and whlle in Philadelphia, show them such 
portiens ofthe system as are calculated to 
have the best effect. In the meantime, Mr. 
Gunzberg don’t get hie $500 for the last trip 
taken to St. Paul for the same purpose, but 
without any results to the company. 

The idea of becoming the guests of a cor- 
oration seeking a franchise did not look 
fast right to some of the members 
of the Council, and they said 
but there were enough there who 
thought the trip well worth taking, even it a 
little sentiment of propriety and decency had 
to be strained. hile these invitations are 
being bandied about an ordinance which 
should have been the first one passed is lying 
in the box ofthe Sanitary Committee. This 
ordinance is in keeping with the spirit of the 
charter and gives all kinds and systema of 
garbage consumers an even chance so that 
the best can win. The Council, however, 
does not see fit to pass it in lieu of the ex- 
clusive measure which presents the Merz 
crowd with the most valuable privilegese ever 
given away.

with the army. One of them told me that one 
day, when he and some of his companions 
were riding with Sanchez they passed a field 
in which some peons were working. Sanchez 
looked at them and sald ln a careless way: ‘I 
wonder how my nérves are to-day?’ Then he 
unslung his Winchester from his saddle and 
bowled over one of the peons. The others 
ran for their tives. Sanchez again drew a 
bead and Knocked over another man. Then 
apparently satisfied that his nerve was all 
right he put back his rifle and rode off. 

It can be said of him that inthis war a 
drummer boy became homesick, blubbered 
around Sanchez, and asked permission to go 
home. ‘Yes ou may go home,’

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NO MORE QUORUM SEEING.. 


The innovation of ‘‘seeing a quorum’”’ 
was notoriously a self-stultification on 
the part of Rxxp and all the other Re- 
publican leaders who resorted to it under 
& strong partisan temptation to put 
through violent measures with a scant 
and not entirely reliable party majority. 
They had ail in former Congresses fol- 
lowed Mr. Blame in opposing it with ve- 
hemence and unanswerable logic. 

The results inthe way of legislative 
progress and party benefits have not com- 
pensated for the personal sacrifices and 
the seal of popular condemnation has 
been indelibly impressed upon it as a 
revolutionary device. Even as an expe- 
dient of practical politics it was a failure, 
as the work of the session clearly shows. 

If the Democrats should have a majority 
of only three in the next House, and 
should be shameless enough to let a pass- 
ing party exigency reverse the position 
which they have so loudly and strenuously 
maintained on the quorum question, there 
would still be little temptation to stultify 
themselves and disgust the country by 
adopting Rrexep’s tactics. His experiment 
has shown them how the invention 
disappointed and defeated the in- 
ventors, and the popular verdict 
against it should be a sufficient 
warning to all future deliberative bodies 
that the old way, sanctioned and sus- 
tained by all the tests of a hundred years 
past, is the safest and best. 

With a majority so large as they will 
have in the next House, and containing 
so many accomplished and experienced 
parliamentarians, the Democrats should 
be able to frame a set of rules which 
future Congresses will retain through 
many years of party mutations, and 
yet put a reasonable limit to 
purely obstructive tactics. But these 
rules should recognize and enforce the 
bed-rock principle that the defeat of mi- 
nority legislation is not obstruction but 
a legitimate, wholesome and conserva- 
tive defense of popular rights. The right 
of one-fifth of the members present to 
demand a roll-call quorum and prevent 
the passage of a measure by any number 
of yeas less than a majority of the whole 
House must be asserted and preserved as 
a precious inheritance.

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DR. KOCH'S DISCOVERY. 


THE GREAT SCIENTIST DISCUSSES HIS EX- 
PERIMENTS. 


Consumptives Attracted From England 
Hurrying to the Fountain of Health— 
Hew the New Remedy Afircts Patients 
—The Claims and Admissions of the 
Great Doctor, 


BERLIN, Noy. 15.—The article by Prof. Koch 
in this week’s number of the Deutsche Medi- 
cinische Wochenschrift, a Gergan medical week- 
ly, is entitled: Further communications on 
the cure of tuberculosis and experiments 
which Dr. 1Abbertz and staff Surgeon Pruhl 
performed relating thereto under Prof. Koch’s 
direction.“ In this article Prof. Koch says 
that he is, as yet, unprepared to indicate the 
source from which the curative matter is de- 
rived. Neither is he ready to explain the 
method of preparation, The reason he gives 
is that the experimental work has not yet 
been brought to completion. He states, how- 
ever, that the curative lymph itself can now 
be obtained from Dr. Libbertz, whose ad- 
dress is No. 28 Lueneberger strasse, Berlin. 

The lymph is described as consisting ofa 
brownish transparent liquid. It igso pre- 
pared asto be proof against deterioration. 
When, however, itis diluted with water to 
the necessary degree for use the matter is lla - 
bie to decay. It is necessary, therefore, that 
the attenuations should be perfectly sterilized 
by heat and preserved in wadding covering or 
prepared witha solution of phenott 50 per- 
centage strong. 

When taken into the stomachthe curative 
matter proves to have no effect. It must be 
applied sub-cutancousiy by means of a 
vaiveless syringe. The kind of syringe 
recommended by Prof. Koch is Sne furnished 
with a small hollow rubber ball. This 
syringe approved itself to him during bis 
bactileriological experiments. Its merit is 
that it can be easiity and surely rinsed with 
absolute alcohol and kept in a perfectiy asep- 
tic condition. In thousands of cases, be says, 
where it has been used for subcutaneous in- 
jections, not a single abscess resulted. 

One of the persons who have benefited from 
Prof. Koch’s treatment was a sufferer from 
bronchial tubereulosis. The patient had a 
swelling in one knee which had for a long 
time been very painful, The doctors who 
watched the case assert that the reactive ef- 
fect following the injection of the lymph 
preved that the tubercular process existed in 
the knee, which has since been free from di- 


dense. 

‘*When the curative matter is applied to a 
patient the usual course is to Inject it under 
theskin of the back, between the shoulder- 
biades and in proximity to the loins. The ex- 
periments show that human belongs are much 
more susceptible tothe effects of the sew 
substance than are guinea pigs, which have 
been largely used in the course of investiga- 
tions. Two cubic centimeters of the fluid ap- 
plied te a guinea pig produced littie, if any, 
apparent effect. Twenty-five-hundredths of a 
cuble centimeter, however, intensely affected 
a healthy, full-growm man who was subjected 
to experiment, 

THE FIRST EXPERIMENT. 

Prof. Kock experimented with the fiuid 
upon his ewn body, and describes the effect: 
He 2 25-100ths of a cubic centimeter of 
the fluid under the skin of dis upper arm. 
Three or four hours after this injection was 
made be experienced a centraction of the 
limbs and a marked feeling of lassitude. At 
the same time he felt a desire to cough, 
together with difficulty of breathing. These 
symptoms increased rapidly, and in the 
fifth hour he experienced an unusually vio- 
lent rigor. The shivering lasted for 
nearly an hour and was accompanied with 
nausea end vomiting. The temperature of 
his body rose to $9.6 deg. centigrade. After a 
period of twelve bours the symptoms began 
to abate. The temperature of the body de- 
clined and on the following day resumed its 
normal degree. The heaviness of the limbs 
and the feeling of lassitude, however, contin- 
ved for some days, during which time the 
pointon bisarm at which the injection was 
made continued to be painful and remained 
red. 

The experiments so far conducted show that 
the lowest limit of effective strength of the 
fluid ma healthy human body is 1-100th ofa 
cubie centimeter. When this amount is ap- 

lied te a healthy human subject it produces 
1 le or no reaction. The same result follows 
when the fluid of this strength is applied to 
diseased persons who are suffering from other 
than tuberculous affections; but in persons 
affected with tuberculosis the same quantity 
produces a strong genera! and local reaction. 
The general reaction consists ef an attack of 
fever, which usualivy begins with shivering, 
the temperature of the body rises to over 39 
deg., and, tm some instances, even to 41 deg. 
Centigrade. At the same time pains in the 
the limbs are noticeable. The patient coughs, 
experiences much irritation and great ex- 
haustion. Some patients also suffer nausea 
and vomiting. In some cases there is noticed 
a slight icteric (jaundice-like) coloring, or ex- 
anthema, resembling measies, on the chest or 
neck. Thesymptome just described begin to 
manifest themeelyss four or five bours after 
the Injection of the curative substance. They 
last from twelve to fifteen hours. The patient 
is not much affected by the attack induced by 
the fluid and, after it is over, feels compara- 
tively well, even better, in fact, than before 
the injection. 

EFFECTS OF THE INJECTIONS. 

The second, or local, reaction produced by 
the injection of the fiuid in a patient suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis can best be observed 
in persons whose tuberculous affections are 
visible, as, for instance, inthe case of per- 
sons suffering from tubulos. The changes 
which ensue in these cases show, in a sur- 
prising manner, the specifically anti-tuber- 
culous effect of the remedy. Within afew 
bours after an injection of the fluid has been 
made under the skin ot the back, the lupus 
sores begin to swell and redden. During 
the fever the patient experiences, as al- 
ready described, the swelling; the reddening 
of the sores increases, until finally the lupus 
tissues assume in places adark brown tint 
anda necrotic cot dition. After the subsi- 
dence of the fever the 8 of the lupus 
sores gradually decreases, and possibly dis- 
appears altogether within two or three days. 
Meanwhile, bowever, the lupus centers bave 
become covered with an incrustation formed 
by exudiag serum, which dries up as it reaches 
the air. ese incrustations gradually form 
into scales which fall offafter two or three 
weeks. 

In some instances the effect just described 
is produced after a single injection of the 
curative matter, when a red, smooth scar is 
left. These changes are absolutely limited 
in extent to such portions ofthe skin as are 
clearly recognized as lupus. In tuberculosis 
of the lympbatic glands, bone articulations, 
Ste., these local reactions are lees striking, 
but are still clearly perceptible to the eye and 
touch. In these cases there is sweliing of the 
parts affected and more pain than lupus 
patients suffer, while inthe parts adjacent to 
the diseased centers the surface also becomes 
red. The reaction produced in the internal 
organs, especially the lungs, when the 
curative substance is injected ie not, ot course, 
open to observation apart from the increased 
expectoration and cough. 

DIAGNOSING DIBBASE. 

In all the experiments after the first injec- 
tions, ifany tubereulous process existed in 
the body, the appearances aiready described 
supervened. Absolutely mo exception was 
noted whenever @ dose amounting to lovth 

art of a cubie centimeter of the substance 

ad been applied. One may assert with con. 
fidence, therefore, tnat the remedy may be 
considered an indispeusabie auxiliary to 
deubtfui cas 
can positively 
use, if 
information of the nature 
disease cannot be obtained by the discovery 
of bacilli, or of elastic fibers in the sputum, or 
by physics examination. Tuberculous affec- 
tions of the glands, latent tuberculosis of the 
bones, deubifu) skin tubereulogis, ete., can, 
by the use of this fluid, be easily and certainly 
diagnosed. Moreover in cases of lung or joint 
tuberculosis, which have apparentiy p 
off, it will be possible, by the use of the new 
page nts to rtain with certainty whether 
the morb d process is really and absolutely 
nded. Prof. Koch expresses the belief that 
ig remedy will certainly prove a cure for in- 
cipient phtbisis.

This fact indicates the well de- 
fined limits which the efficacy of the remedy 
will be able to reach. In otber words, it can 
only influence living tuberculous tissue. It 
has no effect whatever upon dead tissue, such 
as decayed caseous matter, necrotic bones 
and the like. More thas tuis, it uces no 
effect upon tissues which have 

killed by the application 

remedy. It ts quite possible that such 
dead tissue may still contain living tubercu- 
lous bacilil, These may then be either ex- 
pelled with the necrotic tissue, or it may be 
that under special circumstances they may 
again invade adjacent living tissues. 

RE-IMMIGRATION OF P ITES. 

It follows, therefore, that tuberculous tissue 
that is still living must first be made to decay. 
When this has been accomplished every effort 
must be made to refhove the dead matter by 
surgery. In cases where this method is 
impossible, and secretion can only slowly 
proceed by the self-help of the 
organism threatened, the living tissue must 
at the same time, be protected by continua 
applications of the remedy, so as to guard 
against the reimmigration of the parasites. 
The fact that the remedy causes decay only 
of tuberculous tissues, affecting exclusively 
living tissues, ex lains why the curative 
Suid may be applied in rapidly imcreased 

oses. 

Atter the patient has been under treatment 
for a period of three weeks a dose or the fluid 
of 500 times the strength of the original dose 
can be applied, for at the beginning, when a 
large quantity of living tuberculous tissues 
exists, asmall quantity of the remedy suf- 
fices to produce a strosg reaction, but 
each succeeding injection causes th 
disappearance of a certain quantity o 
tissue capable of reaction. It nat 
urally follows, therefore, that increased 
doses are necessary to obtain thé same degree 
Ot reaction. As soon as patients treated with 
increased doses experience as little reaction 
as non-tuberculous people it may be assumed 
that all tuberculous tissue open to reaction is 
dead. Whether this conclusion is correct, 
time will show. Fer the present, however, 
Prof. Koch is convinced that this conciusion 
is a sound one. , 

THE DOSES. 

In all cases of lupus so far treated th 
amount of fluid injected has been, in the firs 
instance, 1-100th part of acubic centimeter. 
Time has been allowed for. the reaction to 
take ite full course. After a period of from 
one to two weeks a second Injection of the 
same amount bas been made. This treat- 
ment has continued until the reaction 
crew weaker and finally ceased. 
In two cases of lupus ot the face the sores 
after three or four injections became scarred 
and presented a smooth surface, Each one 
ofthese cases had suffered for many years 
and had been treated by other methods with- 
out beneficial result. 

Persons suffering with tuberculous of the 
lymphatic glands, bones or joints have been 
treated with precisely the same success. 
There has been rapid healing in the miider 
cases and cases of recent development of the 
disease, while in severer cases the improve- 
ment, while slower, has been steady. Patients 
with pronounced tubercuiosis of the lungs 
have proven far more susceptible to the rem- 
edy than those suffering with surgical tuber- 
cular affections. 

Consumptives have in almost every instance 
manifested a strong reaction on greatly re- 
duced doses. With such patients, therefore, 
a beginning should be made with doses of 
2-1000t h parts of a cubic centimeter or even 
with ]1-1000th part. From this small ineipient 
dose one can advance to such quantities as 
the patient can easily bear. In the experi- 
mente that have been conducted consump- 
tives have accordingly first received a sub- 
cutaneous injection of 1-1000 part of a cubic 
centimeter, the temperature 
increased, Jose was ap- 
plied daily further reaction 
occurred. the dose was 
doubled. two 1-1,000th parts of a foubie centi- 
meter belng injected regularly until again no 
reaction occurred. This method was con- 
tinned with almost always an increase of 
1-1,000th part of a cubic centimeter, or almost 
2-1,000ths up to ]-lv0th part and so on upward. 
It thie way the potest would be brought to 
take very high doses almost without fever, 
and almost imperceptibiy to himseif. Con- 
sumptive patients who arestiil fairly strong 
reach increased doses much more quickly, 
and favorable results follow with correspond- 
ing rapidity. 

COUGHING. 

Asa general rule the coughing and expectora- 
tion are Inereased somewhat after the first in- 
jections. Then they become gradually less, 
and, inthe most favorable cases, will ulti- 
mately wholly disappear, In the cases exper'!- 
mented upon under the driection of Prof. 
Koch, the expeetorations gradually lost their 
purulent property and assumed a mucous 
character. The number of bacilli expelied 
usually decreases only when the expectora- 
tions begin to assume the mucous appear- 
ance. The baciliithen disappear entirely for 
atime, but on occasions again appear until 
expectoration totally ceases. At the same 
time night sweats coase, the patients begin to 
look better and increase in weight. Patients 
who have been treated in the eariy stages of 
phthisis bave been freed from morbid symp- 
tome within from four to six weeks, when 
they may be regarded as healed. 

Consumptives with large cavitias in their 
Inngs will probably only experience benent 
from the new remedy in exceptional cases, 
tbough most cases show temporary improve- 
ment. 

Prof, Koch deprecates the mechanical and 
indiscriminate application of the remedy. He 
holds that it would be preferable that the 
treatment should be pre in suitable insti- 
tutions, where careful observation would be 
possible. He says that sufficient experience 
has not yet been collected regarding tubercu- 
losis of the brain and the larynx and miliary 
tuberculosis to stify the expression of any 
op‘nion in regard to the efficacy of the reme- 
dy. In all cases Prof. Kech emphasizes the 
necessity of early treatment. Only in incipi- 
ent tages of disease, be declares, can the 
remedy fully develop its efficiency.,

Loxpox. Nov. 15.—A number of consump- 
tives have started from London for Berlin to 
consult Dr. Koch, and, if possible, obtain 
treatment with his new remedy for tubereu- 


losis. The Lancet warns these patients that it 
will not be safe for them to spend the winter 
in the climate of Berlin. The admission by 
Prof. Koch that his remedy is probably pow- 
erless to effect a cure in advanced cases has 
dashed the hepes of thousands who had per- 
mitted themselves to believe in the exagger- 
ated accounts first circulated as to the unlim- 
ited efficacy of the mysterious iymph.

ORGANIZED INCENDIARIES. 


Efforts Made to Hunt Down the Men Who 
Fired the Dupont Powder Mills. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Noy. 25.—The existence 
of a gang of frebugs, which is secretiy and 
effectively organized to do harm to the 
wealthy and historic Dupont family, is terror- 
izing the farmers and residents in general of 
Brandywine and Christiana, and although de- 
termined efforts to capture the incendiaries 
have been made by Pinkerton detectives, by 
the Duponts themselves and by many citi- 


zens—the latter inthe hope of securing the 
standing reward of $8,000—nothing has been 
learged regarding the perpetrators. 

The gang burned two large barns belongin 
to the Duponts shortly before and immedi- 
ately after last Christmas, and their latest 
known exploit was the burolng, afew nights 
e barn and stable on a farm 
one-half mile from Rockland, owned by Wm. 
Dupont, the renowned powder manufacturer, 
and tenanted by Kdward Seltzer. 

The latest crime is a most heinous one, and 
has caused an aggregate loss of not less than 
$15,000, the to Insurance being probably 
$10,000. Four valuable horses and eight cows 
were consumed in the flames, besides 
850 bushels of ensilage, 60tons of hay, 400 
bushels of corn, 50 bushels of rye and a quan- 
tity of cloverseed, etc. The barn was worth 
34,000 and contents $10,000. The buildings 
were completely filled with farm products and 
tbis loss falls directly upon Mr. Seltzer. 

On Sunday night, about 9 o'clock, just as 
Mr. Seltzer and hia wife and several children 
were retiring they were startied by the bark- 
ing of awatch dog and ina minute the sur- 
roundings were alllight as day. The family 
rushed from the dwelling only to find the 
flames bursting from every portion of the 
stone structure. The fire oprang up all at 
once and as soon as it had gained a littie 
headway aterrific explosion of nitro-glycer- 
ine occurred, which burst the doors from 
thelr fastenings, bulged the huge stone walls 
and gave greater impetus to the flames. 

The outbuildings must have beens fired in a 
dozen piaces simuitaneously, presumably by 
means ofafuse, Farmer Seitzer was the only 
man about the place, his farm hands having 
finished their day’s work and gone out for the 
evening. He and his wife and children battled 
heroically with the fire, the former 
trying hard te save the stock. In the Dara 
were forty-one head of cattle and five horses, 
all the former and one horse being driven 
from the structure and saved. The stock was 
all more or less injured. 

There may be a clew by which the 
incendiaries can yet be detected, and to this 
end it is said that the Duponts offer a reward 
of $5,000, making a tetal reward of $8,000,

smell is roticeable. he Arsenal 
Brewery uses thé same system, the 
new Americas aware has adopted 
it for their two o lers of 400 
horse power,and the Anthony & Kuhn brewery 
has just completed two of the down draft 
furnaces for their plant. Chief Engineer 
Mitchell of the Brewing Association will also 
investigate the system and willmake a acien- 
tific test of its working. , 

It la probabie that every appliance which 
has any claim to practical merit 
will be investigated thoroughly and 
impartially by the Manufacturers’ Committee, 
the object being to secure so complete a 
knowledge of the subject that their final rec~ 
ommendation will possess a practical weight 
which will enlist all manufacturers in favor of 
the movement, and do away witb their fear of 
theoretical and impossible attempts to 
down“ the smoke.

AMERICAN FXPORTERS. 


New Riles Issued by the Minister of Cem 
merce-—Spain’'s Representative Sounds 
President Harrison on Reciprocity— 
Treasury Department Decision—A Voice 
From New Zealand—Cuba’s Request, 


New ron, Nov. 15.—Inpetead of imitating 
the complaints of some European newspa- 
pers, which vomplain of the purely adininie- 
trative regulations of the MeKinley bill, Peru, 
as will be seen from the text of the Peruvian 
is enacting similiar 
reguistions. American exporters to the 
Republic ofPeru will consider as being of 
first importance to them the publication of 
this decree, which is copied from the Guia 
Mercantile of Lima, Oct. 27, 1890. The Ministe- 
rial decree was translated especially for this 
enterprising Peruvian newspaper, which 
published it in Spanish and English. 

The following law has been decreed by the 
Minister of Commerce, and will take official 
force from the Ist of January, 1891: 


1. That all cases, barrels, crates, etc. that 

are — to and from ports of the repub- 
lic, besides having their net weight marked 
on them are to have their measurement of 
length, width and height ali according to the 
metrical system, with the exceptien of er. 
coal, wheat and iron, when K arrives in loose

orate, barrel, etc., that is not marked in ac- 
cordance with the precedent article, from 
Nov. 1, next; for exports, and from Jan. 1.

3. That the Customs-house officials in un- 
loa ing make note in their genera! discharg- 
ing sheets, besides the number and mark of 
eaca package, the weight and measurement 
they bear, a8 well es the omission that may 
eco ir in compliance with article 1. 

4. [That the warehousmen on recelying 
pactages verify the measurements and 
Wel- hte of these, and enter them, in their 
respective book, aud give immediate notice 
ot all differences or failure to comply witb 
article 1. 

5. That packages whose marked welghts 
and measurements do not correspond with 
their actual ones will be liable to the fine just 
the same as it they had not borne any what- 
soever. 

6. That all manifests, shipping and clearing 
orders have am extra column, in which to in- 
sort the weight and measurement of each 
package. 

7. That the weights and measurements 
marked on all packages cannot be aitered, 
exepting that rectification be applied for be- 
N difference has been noted or discov- 
ered, 

9. That the fines be levied 
immediately after the discover 
leading tothe same and the double custom 
duties at the time of clearing, one and the 
other to be divided in favor of custom officials 
In proportion tothe part they perfurmed in 
leading to the discovery of same, according to 
article 22. 

10. When the differences of weights and 
measurements are of 8 per cent and less in 
each package and such differences are satis- 
factorily accounted for in the eyes of the ad- 
ministrators, for alterations that packages 
may have suffered during transports or from 
Other justified causes, the adwministraters 
have power to make exception tothe flue for 
a differences without aitering the legal

WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 15.—When Senor 
Miguel Suarez Guanez, Spain’s new Minister 
to this country, was formally introduced to 
President Harrison he took occasion te sound 


the President on his feeling of reciprocity 
towerd Spain, Minister Guanez said: ‘‘Spain 
and the United States certainiy are two na- 
tions which bave every reason to live in ver- 
fect harmony with each other. The interna- 
tional exchange of the productions and manu- 
factures of each people is surely one of the 

ecessary lav that are based upon the in- 
— and universal needs of the present day 
and the greater the difference between their 
customs, dispositions and the productions of 
their labor, so much the more necessary is it 
for nations to come closer together and to in- 
crease thelr exchanges. To maintain these 
interests and to coutribute to their develep- 
ment shall be the object of my most solicitous 
care. 

In his reply President Harrieon said: ‘‘It is 
most gratifying that in thus entering upon 
your mission you express,in the name of your 
sovereign and of the Spanish nation, a warm 
desire tor continued harmony of relations 
and intimacy of intercourse between the 
United States and Spain. Inspired bya like 
sentiment, ] count upon your promised aid in 
developing the larger relations and the closer 
ties of amity and commerce which both 
nations desire for their recipocal advantage.

Her tather con- 
cluded on the Saturday before the anticipated 
wedding to give hera wedding present, and 
accordingly presented her with $150 in cash, 
lt Wasa pleasant surprise and she lost no 
time in acquaintipg John with the intelll- 
sence.

e safer with bim, but she demurred and put 
it carefully away in the boom of her dress.

On my returm journey from Kasango, the 
day after our arrival at Riba Riba, the ceief 
gent for me. On arriving at bis house I wit- 
nessed a very curious dance performed by 
some Wacasu siaves. He intormed me that 
these people, having pad a number of deaths 
among them, had gone away into the busb 
for two months, where no one bad seen them, 
and returned to-day, haying finished their 
medicine meeting. Tippoo Tib, who was. at 


the house, said: ‘This dance is genarally fol- 
lowed by a lot of people being eat,’ and he 
told me a lot of cannibal stories. I laughed, 
saying: ‘Sinee I have been in the country I 
have heard many such steriles, but I do not 
believe them. 

Another Arab present who had been very 
kind to me on my way to Kasango told me an- 
other horrible story whichIitoid him flatly I 
Aid not believe could happen in any country 
In the world. He laughingly said: ‘Give mea 
bit of cloth and see.’ 
another oftheir plans for getting something 
out of me, and having some cioth of my own 
I sent my boy forasmall piece of six hand- 
kerchiefs which I gave him, Then came the 
most horrible scene I ever witnessed in my 
life. Asad Fa:ran even here cannot help 
lying. The whole thing happened so quickly 
that had Il wished Ieould not have sketched 
it. I had nothing to sketeh with, they all be- 
lug in my house. The girl never looked for 
help. She seemed to know what was her fate 
and never stirred hand or foot or head except 
when she bad to move tothe place of execu- 
tion. Howthe girl was obtained I do net 
know, but I will seng you all particulars 
signed by the witnesses as promised. 

Here follow afew lines respecting personal 

and family matters. The letter then contin- 
ues: 
‘‘Asaad Farran openiy boasted he had swin- 
died the rasten Government gut of £300 in 
hiring camel- drivers at Suakim, He told me on 
tue road to Resango he had had a geod chance 
there. When asked him what it was, he told 
me that whoever was thenin command bad 
stopped all gambling, but he knew the places 
where it still went on, and f be found any 
soldier inclined to gamble with plenty of 
money he used to go to one of these places 
and watch who won the most; then he would 
slip out, geta policeman and point out the 
map; the policeman would catch the man 
withthe money and Asand Farran and he 
vould divide tue spoils. I told Asaad he was 
nothing better than a low informer and a thief 
and that an Englishman or an American 
would lynch him. Itiga low brute like this 
whose word the Beigian officers take and who 
is allowed to destroy my character.

THE CORNER-STONE OF THE GRAND AYE- 
NUE BAPTIST CHURCH TO BE LaID. 


Te-Morrow Afterneen Selected for the 
Performance ef the Customary Rite 
Certificate ef Attendance—What the 
church Will Look Like When Com- 
pleted-—Preminent Fastors to Partici- 
pate. 


The services of laying the corner-stone for 
new Grand Avenue Baptist Chureh will take 
place at the site of the edifice now in process 
of cosstruction on the west side of Grand, 
near St. Louis avenue, to-morrow afternoon 
at2 o’clock. The services will begin with 
religious exercises at that hour, followed by 
addresses by the different pastors and prom!- 
nent laymen of the city, after which the 
corner-stone will be laid with appropriate 
ceremonies at about 3 p. m A handsome 
souvenir certificate has been prepared con- 
taining an engraving of the building as it will 
appear when completed, which will be pre- 
sented to all in attendance and paNicipating 
in the services. Should the weather be in- 
element the speaking and religious exercises 
will be held in the chapel now occupied by the 
congregation at 2804 North Grand avenue. 

The edifice was designed by Mr. F. H. Luda- 
dington of the Second Baptist Church, whe 
has taken agreat interest In the matter from 
the beginning, and when completed will de a 
very neat and commodious structure, with all 
modern improvements, agd with a seating 
capacity of about 400. 

THE BUILDING. 

The building is 60 feet front by 42 on the 
south and 67 feet on the north, there being an 
extension on the northwest part for the la- 
dies’ parlor, infant class-rooms and robing- 
rooms. This will constitute the front part of 
the main building, which will be built on at- 
terwards and extend back to the total length 
of 120 feat, The basement will be finished up 
with tollet-roome, dining-rooms, kitchen, 


to., and the whole ie arranged to be lighted 
by electricity or gas, or both if needed, 


The plans as designed by Mr. Luddington 
were drawrm up by L. Cass Miller, architect 
and superintendent of the building. The eon- 
tract for its construction was awarded to . 
August Dicke & Co., and will cost, including 
the ground and furnishing with extra, founda- 
tion on account of the filled character of the 
lot, Letween $16,009 and $18,000. The house ts 
to be ready for occupancy by Feb. 1. The work 
is being executed under the supervision of 
aJoint BRallding Committee of the Second 
Baptist Church which contributes $8,000 to- 
ward it and of the Grand Avenue Church 
which has undertaken to pay forthe ground 
and raise the reat ofthe money necessary to 
romplete the building, making s tote! for 
them of something tiike $8,000 or $9,000. The 
Second Church Committee are F. H. Ludding- 
ton, C. W. Barstow and F. B. Brownell and 
from Grand avenue are EK. V. Kyte, 
John D. Moore and J. E. McKinney. The 
Grand Avenue Church, under the leadership 
of their pastor, Rev. E. Auderson, has 80 far, 
including payments on the grounds, raised 
sometaing in the eg opervest of $5,000 and 
will yet have about 42, 800 to $3,000 to raise in 
order to complete and furnish the Dduliding. 
This they hope to do before or by the time the 
building is finished,so that it may be dedicated 
free of debt, it being understood that the §8, 000 
to be paid oy the Second Church has been 
practically raised. Dr. Ford, pastor of the 
Second Church, has been untiring in his de- 
votion to the enterprise, and by his counseis, 
aided by those of Judge Phillips and others, 
has contributed largely to the present pros: 
perous status of the work.

geld for it when purchased two years ago, 

oratime the new church occupied the 
auditorium ofthe F. M. C. A. building oa St. 
Loulg avenue and Nineteenth street, but 
recerntiy moved into its new territory, 
and now occupies a store-room at 
2804 Grand avenue, whieh is altogether 
too small for the rapidiy «rowing 
congregations.

The Result of a Special Committee Investt.

WasHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The special commit- 
See of the Civil Service Reform League, of 
which W. D. Foulke is chairman, appointed 
te inquire into the condition of the federal 
Service and the operation of the reform law, 


has made a supplemental! report in regard to 


the political character of the changes made in 
presidential post-offices. The committees’ 
questions in regard to the politics of the post- 
masters removed and those appointed elicited 
the following results: Out of 487 answers re- 
esived in which the information was given 
upon this point, it appears that in 427 cases 
the postmaster remroved or resigned was a 
Democrat, in one case a Prohibitionist, in 
one an independent, and in two cases the in- 
cumbents being women, it was stated that 
they belonged to no political party. There 
were three resignations and three re- 
movals. From 5183 answers received re- 
garding the politics of the postmasters ap- 
pointed, it appears that 510 were Republicans, 
ene was a Knight of Labor, one an indepena- 
dent and one a Democrat. The Democrat was 
Samuel P. Burris of Taliadega, Ala., of whom 
his predecessor writes, I was removed be- 
cause | was a Democrat, and not in sympathy 
with the administration. It ls beliewed that 
my euccessor, being a protectionist, was in 
Sympatby with the administration and would 
support it. The uniformity with which 
Democrats were removed and Republicans 
appointed, says the report, shows pretty 
clearly that political motives were not absent 
im the making of these changes. It appeared 
im some cases that quite full inquiries were 
made as to the political faith of candidates fer 
appointmert before thelr commissions were 
issued. 

An lustanee of thie is the investigation by a 
pest-office inspector into the political faith of 
Robert O, Ballantyne, appointed pestmaster 
at Brackettsville, Texas. The employmentof 
Post-office Inspectors for this political work 
by the Government, the report says, carries 
with ite own criticism. 

To inquiries as to the political services ren- 
dered hy the new appointees in the last cam- 
Paign and elsewhere, the committee received

An in- 
stance to which particular attention is paid is 
be removal of E. M. Lockwood of Buriing- 
on, Kan. Mr. Lockwood reccived a letter 
from Representative Harrison Kelly saying 
that his successor would likely be appointed 
within three weeks and offering 
him the opportunity of resigning. Mr. Locke 
wood did not resign and he was removed. 
Squire M. Lane was appointed to the place. 
He immediately appointed Mr. Kelly’s daugh- 
ter to a piace in his office and afterward made 
her Assistant Postmaster. It is clear to the 
committee, says the report, that the motive 
fer the numerous changes, more than 64 per 
cent ot all the presidential postmasters, has 
been in great measure political. 

Mr. Clarkson, in an interview sent through

»The President has made no removals except 
for cause, for delinquency, inefficiency or 
violation oflaw.

WRECKS BY RAIL. 


Two Men Fatally and three Serieusly In- 
jared in the B. & O. Accident. 


CLARKSBURG, W. Va., Nov. 15.—At 1 o’clock 
this morning the fast west-bound express on 
the Baltimore & Ohio road jumped the track 
at Bridgeport, six miles east of here, and col- 
lided with the sleeper of a working train.

The law provides forafine of not to exceed 
$1,000 for each offense.

TROUBLES OF AN AUTHORESS, 


The Result of Eva Katharine Clapp’s Suit fer 
Alimony. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 15.—Eva Kath- 
arine Clapp of Athol, Mass., who is said to be 
a handsome woman of 80 years of age and an 
authoress of national reputation, yesterday 
began a suit in the United States Circuit Court 
against her divorced husband, Tilgbam H. 
Mink, for $7,000, which was awarded her in 
he Chicago divorce court im May last. Thir- 


teen years ago Mrs. Mink, who was then fresh 
from a New ingiand Female College, met and 
loved Mr. Mink in Chicago and after- 
ward married bim. Soon afterward Mink was 
sued for breach of promise by a 
former bousekeeper, . whomthe jury gave 
$5,000. Mrs. Mink and her husband lived to- 
ether for several years and then parted. 
Ene alleged that he had abused ber and her 
confidence. She went back to her Athol home 
and devoted herself to literature and wrote 
her first novel. Last spring, however, she 
began proceedings for divorce from ber 
husband in Chicago, andthe records of the 
Cook County Courts showed a decree was 
granted ber on the ground of cruel and dar- 
barous treatment and Mink’s infidelity with 
nis present housekeeper. Mink, it is said, 10 
worth $30,000 and is a member of one of Allen- 
town’s leading families. In awarding the 
divorce the Chicago court decreed $7,000 dam- 
es to Mre. Mink in lieu of a weekly alimony, 
it being the custom of the Chicago courts to 
decree lump sums of alimony, and permitted 
Mrs. Mink to resume her maiden name. Mrs. 
Mink, or Miss Eva Katharine Clapp, then re- 
sumed her literary work, and has just com- 
pleted another novel. Copies of these novels, 
ber counsel said yesterday, will be offered in 
evidence inthe suittoshowthe condition of 
her mind before and after her diverce.

The Strange Resolution of a Preminent In- 
diana Farmer. 


LEBANON, Ind., Nov. 15.—Adam Kern, who 
has been a successful and prominent farmer 
of Boone County for thirty years, began ten 
years ago to keepadiary. He was an eccen- 
tric man, and on the fret page he wrote this 
strange and unnatural threat: 

**Atthe end often years from this writing, 
if lam alive end out of debt, I intend to take 
my own life. At the time, and for

family prayed that he might mever do such an 
act, and of late, as he was always in good 
spirits, they had forgotten of his intentions, 
but at 10 o'clock yesterday morning a report 
ot a revolver rang out from the woods about 
a quarter ofamile from his house and his 
daughter, fearing something wrong, hurried 
to the spot. She found her father dying from 
an ugly wound ia hig head. The writing in 
the dairy was remembered and upon 
looking up the Gate it was found that it ante- 
dated the suicide ten years to aday. Kern 
was 70 years old.

Mr. Pitt 
bought the property wonderfully cheap, and 
when asked what he intended to do with it, 
replied that he merely bought it for specula- 
tion. 
When the Maryland Jockey Club leased 
Pimlico, in 1870, the club bought an additional 
five acres of ground and erected a magnificent 
club-house, at a cost of $10,000. The appoint- 
ments cost $4,000, the grounds $5,000 and the 
improvements probably $2,000. In those 
days the Land gf Dixie“ flourished as the 
greatest race — * in the country, and 
America’s greatest turfmen were wont to 
gather at this bandsome structcre after a 
day’s sport and discuss horse. Such men as 
August Belmont, A. Cammack, Pierre Loril- 
lard, George Lorillard, D. D. Withers, A. J. 
Oassatt, H. T. Hemboldt, J. T. K. Lawrence, 
Berry Wall, Senator Joe Beck, Tom Ocbil- 
tree, Barney Aaron, John Morris, Claremont 


Rogers and W. Penrose have sat in its rooms, 
and if the handsomely decorsted walls had 
tongues they could tell of many interesting 
scenes. The Dwyer brothers stood orn the 
portico and watched their first race horse 
battie for gold and glory. And Rhadaman- 
thus and Vigil werethe cracks of those days, 
and many of the old patrons of Pimlico te- 
Gav remember the sight of Phil yer stand- 
ing on the broad steps leading to the portico 
watching thesetwo cracks score down the 
line. Walker Blaine visited the club house 
about three months before his death; and it 
was in the handsome cafe that ‘‘Joe’’ Biack- 
burn guiped down a tumblerful of brandy to 
culm his nerves aftor the great Ten Broeck 
bad been defeated by Parole, and the Ken- 
tucky Colonels had lost a miat of money. 


Owners Should Handle Horses, 


Charles 8. Pelham-Clinton, an Englisman, 
writes the following criticism’ to the New York 
Herald on the horse show now in progress at 
the Madison Square Garden: 

The prejudice that exists among owners 


against riding and driving their own animsis 
in the ring is unaccountable. It stands to 
reason that if an anima! or a pair have been 
regularly ridden or driven by one man, and 
are suddenly handed over to the tender mer- 
cies of another under particularly trying cir- 
cumstances, they will not act upte their usual 
standard. 

The touch between horse and man is want 
ing. and many a good animal never gets a 
ribbon who would otherwise bea prize win- 
ner. Not one room out of a dozen has 
hands, and his idea of getting over a fence is 
persuasion alone, and that persuasion not of 
hand, but of whipcord and steel. Compare 
Mr. Foxhall Keene’s handling of a horse in 
the ring with that of mostof the grooms and 
the difference is easily seen. The theory 
that no herse likes to jump is an er- 
roneous one. The horse is a generous 
animal, and if be understands what be 
is required to do will try his best in nine 
cases outoften. He is aiso high strung and 
nervous. All the more reason when in the 
ring he should be handled temperately and 
quietly. Apart from this, however, the pres- 
ence of owners in the ring is desirable in 
every wav. It adds vastly to the general in- 
terest, as every one would rather see a good 
horse ridden or driven by his owner than Dy a 
groom, and the satisfaction of winninga rib- 
von cannot help being enhauced by person- 
ally aiding in obtalning it. 

MR. CASSATT’S GOOD EXAMPLE. 

The presence in the ring of Mr. A. J. Cas- 
satt’s prominence in business and social cir- 
cles wasagood lesson for many who, for 


some reason, think it bad form to appear be- 
hind their own animals, nd what can be done 


by a man of his age can be done by a younger 


man. 


Mr. Cassatt two years ago was in the ring 
driving asteppeér, so it was not his first ap- 
pearance, and Mr. T. T. Underhill bas always

The Turcoman Herse. 


There are several distinct and widely differ- 
ent breeds of Persian horses, but the most 
famous is what is called the Turcoman, kept 
chiefly in the level districts of the country. 


These horses are 17 hands high or more. They 
are very hardy, enduring and great travel- 
ers. One of these bred and possessed by a 
Turcoman, in a raid of its master into Persia, 
made 150 miles within twenty-four successive 
hours. During this time the horse drank 
only once, and then merely a few mouthfuls 
of water, while ke ate no food whatever. 
His pace throughout was an easy swing 
ing gallop that gave no discomfort to 
his rider. From 100 to 120 miles per day isa 
very common performance with these thor- 
oughbred horses and occasions no remark. 
Itisowing to the great excellence of their 
horses that the Turocomans bave been enabled 
solongto preserve themselves from being 
overrun and conquered by their powerful 
neighbors. The Turcomans always ride stal- 
lions, while the Arabians, especiaily in their 
forays, only take mares. Their reason for 
this is that im approaching an enemy stallions 
would smell bis horses and break out in a 
sbrill neigh. This would warn those they 
were seeking, ud aware of the coming of the 
foe, enable them to gather up instantly aud 
escape destruction from a superior force,

It is safe to say that Buffalo will have a 
new racing track next season that will be a 
credit to the name Queen City, says the Buf- 
falo Commercial. For some time past a select 


bevy of admirers of the fleet thoroughbreds 
bave been discussing the advisability of con- 
structing a race course in the Thirteenth 
Ward, on Seneca street, and while the or- 
ganization has not been completed, enough 
bas been done to guarantee ite incorporation 
in the near future. The new electric street 
railway ont Seneca street will run directly to 
the main entrance. 

It was decided best to build a new track and 
form anew company instead of endeavoring 
to — 12 for a short lease of the old Buffalo 
Trotting Track a few weeks in each year. It 
would be necessary to harrow the track to 
make it soft enough forthe fleet-footed run- 
ners, and in doing this it would injure it con- 
siderably for the trotters. Again, should the 
association decide to continue a meeting any 
leneth of time desired they can do so on their 
own track and give as many meetings as 
wished during the season. 

The new enterprise will certainly boom 
things in Buffalo in 1891. As the city is mid- 
way between Chicago and the racing resorts 
down by the sea, it will be a sort of stopping- 
off place for the boys with their large stables. 
It will be no trouble to organize a stock com- 
pany, as several capitalists have already an- 
nounced their willingness to put their names 
on the list of cjarter members. The land is 
already secured and the location is simply ex- 
cellent. Let the band begin to play! 


Boxes for the Foet- Ball Game. 


Among the hubbub which is usual on the 
floor of the Real Estate Exchange, says 
the New Tork WORLD, Jere Jobhn- 
son, Jr., yesterday wore out the usefulness 
of several healthy lemons in selling at auc- 


tion the boxes forthe big Thanksgiving Day 
foot-ball match at Eastern Park. The biggest 
buyers were R. B. Beaumont, A. G. Jennings 
and Tyson, who bought on commission for 
others and for apeculative purposes. Mr. 
Beaumont boughttwelve of the thirty eight 
boxes sold. Robert Bonner, Wendell Good- 
win, Brayton Ives, L. L. Benedict, 
Herman Oelrichs and Leonard Jerome were 
among the individual buyers. 

The sale began atl o’clock and the first box 
offered was No. 52, the big corner box on the 
Yale side of the lower tier. Joan Wallace, 
acting for R. H. Halstead of the Stock Ex- 
change, started the bidding at $90. Four suc- 
cessive bids brought the price up to $115, at 
which it was knocked down to Mr. Halstead. 
The corresponding box at the Priaceton cor- 
ner was subsequently sold to A. G. Jennings 
of Brooklyn, tor $82.50. With a few excep- 
tions, the intermediate boxes were sold at an 
average of $3 per seat. The preferred boxes 
on the upper tier were 25 by Brayton 
Ives andand A. G. Jennings, Mr. Ives secur- 
lng the one next to the Yale ‘‘reservation’’ 
and Mr. Jennings tne one set apart for Prince- 
ton. The amount realized from the sale of 
the thirty-eight boxes was $1,678, box No. 52, 
which was bought as stated for Mr. Halstead 
at $115, being the highest price paid, while 
box öl, containing only six seats, went for the 
lowest amount, $20.

National and Players Leagues.

THE CRUISER MAINE. 


Preparationss for the Launching Next 
Taesday—Ships of a Past Age. 


New York, Nov. 15.—The situation of sev- 
eral ships at the navy yard are being changed 
in order to make more room for the Maine 
when she is launched next Tuesday. The 
white cruisers atthe yard at present are the 
Chicago, Acting Rear Admiral John G. 
Walker’s flagship, the Boston, the Yorktown, 
and the Dolphin. The latter is under orders 


to be ready for sea by Saturday night. It is 
supposed she will be one of the ships to 
welcome the Brezilian squadron, which 
may possibly arrive in time for 
the launch. The old Quinnevaug and the 
Galena, black wooden war ships, will be 
useful to represent an age when such a ship 
asthe Maine was not dreamed of. The trim 
torpedo boat Cushing and the unfinished 
monitors, Miantonomah and Terror will illus- 
trate the strides that moderin naval architec- 
ture has taken in their direction, while the 
unwieldy Minnesota, the bulky Vermont, and 
the steamers Despatch and Biake will serve 
to excite reminiscences in the minds of the 
aged. To the Vermont has been assigned the 
honor of firing the national salute of twenty- 
one guns as the United States flag is hoisted 

on board the big cruiser. 

Rear Admiral Braide, the commandant of 
the yard, has issued a general order for the 
launch, which announces that all vessels in 
commission at the yard will dress ship at 
color holsting in rainbow fashion if practi- 
cabie, and if not, with the national flag at 
mastheads or signal poles. The ships will be 
thus attired untl sunset. Secretary Tracy is 
pnd yg og to arrive atthe yard by 10 a. m., 
and will be received by the officers there in 
dress uniform. either in front of the com- 
mandant’s office or at the water front. A 
salute of nineteen guns will be fired in his 
honor and he and his party will be escorted by 
Rear Admiral Braine to the grand stand that 
has been erected at the bows of the Maine. 

Itishere that Miss Alice Wilmerding, the 
secretary’s grand-daughter, will stand to 
break the bottie of wine on the Maine’s bow. 
The Star Spangled Banner’’ will be played 
as the Maine slides down the ways. The tugs 
Catalpa and Nina will bring the erſuser back 
tothe wharf. Sofaras known there will be 
no speech-making. Invitations have been 
issued to the Governor of each State, all 
8 and Representatives and other offi- 
cials.

THE sEA’S TEMPERATURE. 


The Benefits Knewledge of It Confers Upon 
Marines. 


New Yor«, Nov. 18.— During the past sum 
mer officers on the ocean liners have given 
much information about the surface tempera- 
ture of the 6cean. Steamers have taken 
series of temperatures during their rapid 
passeges across the ocean and have forward- 
ed them at once to Washington, which infor- 
mation has been immediately printed on the 
pilot charts for the use of mariners. Many 
people may be curious to know how it can 


particularily benefit sailors to know the 
temperature of the ocean sur- 
face. As a matter of fact, 
the nsyigators of the trans-Atlantic 
liners pick their route very largely bythe 
surface temperature. For imstance, if they 
find that au incoming vessel reports a tein- 
perature of 80 deg. in about latitude 40 deg. 
north they know that the easterly Gulf Stream 
currentisin that latitude, and they will be 
careful on returning to Europe not to go 
further north, and thus strike the Labrador 
current, which will be against tbem. They 
are anxious to keep on their journey east in 
the Gulf Stream as long as it wWIII 
help them, and they therefore alm 
to cross the Grand Banks of New- 
foundiand, just where the Gulf Stream cur- 
rent of twenty or twenty-five miles a day will 
be with the vessel instead of againsther. Of 
course every littie helps in making a big 
record, which is what ali the ocean flyers are 
constantly striving for. The Gulf Stream on 
the eastern passage also slightiy diminishes 
the cost of a trip ift a steamer gets into it on 
the Grand Banks. The large steamers burn 
about $50 worth of coal an hour, and the help 
the Gulf Stream gives the vessel in one day 
may amount to about $150. Last summer the 
northern limit of the Gulf Stream is said to 
have been considerably higher than usual.

John Scullin, nad falled to make good a prom- 
ise given one year ago that the bobtail cars 
and mule power ofthe line should be sup- 
planted at the earliest possible mement in the 
spring of 1890 by a system more in keeping 
with the general improvement in local street 
railway service,that on and after Wednesday, 
Nov. 19, no member of the association 
nor any citizen of that section of the city who 
was interested in securing proper street car 
facilities, would pay fare when riding on the 
Mound City line unless such fare was request- 
ed and collected by a collector of the com- 
pany. The obliging habit of putting the fare 
in the box on entering the car was declared to 
be altogether too complaisant at this period 
of the struggle for reform, and the boycott of 
the box was accordingly decided updna. 

PRESIDENT SOULLIN NOTIFIED. 

The officers of the Northwestern Improve- 
ment Association are: President, Fred Zeller; 
Vice-President, Henry Bus, member of the 
School Board; Secretary, Charles F. Wenne- 
ker, United States Appraiser of the Port. Mr. 
Wenneker drew upa copy of this resolution 
and forwarded it duly to President John Soul- 
lin. Noreply tothe gage of battle has yet 
been made by Mr. Scullin, and the relations 
betweep the Mound City line and its patrons 
may be‘truthfolly described as strained to a 
degree. - 

If the bob-tails make thelr appearance on 
the road next Wednesday, it is distinctly 
stated that the Scullin mules will then lose 
the mulish pre-eminence for stubbornness, 
and the palm be taken from them by irate 
patrons and iIndorsers of the Northwestern 
Improvement Association resolution. 

AN ASSOCIATION OFFICER. TALKS. - 

An officer of that association said this 
morning: We brought Mr. Scullin to terms 
once before by this method, and. we propose 
todo itagain. Last year he distinctly prom- 
ised us that the Mound City Lise should be an 
electric road by this past spring. He prom- 
ised this to avoid a boycott similar to that 
which will open next Wednesday. Sure 
enough the road is an electric road 
to-day. The wires and poles are ail 
up, the poweris ready, but the bobtail car 
stillruss, and the mule still furnishes its mo- 
tive power. I can give no reason for this ex- 
cept that the price of mules has been low this 
spring and summer, and Mr. Scullin hesitates 
to throw his on the market, and so uses them 
on the line waiting for prices to advance. 
This is good for Mr. Scullin but rough on the 
patrons of the line, and we propose to put a 
stop to it. 

The Railroad Committee of our associa- 
tion, of which Mr. Wm. C. Schutg is Chair- 
man, has waited upon Mr. Scullin and sub- 
mitted the resolution to him, but as yet he has 
made no reply. The association will carry 
out its threat on Wednesday next as sure as 
fate unless the required change is made, and 
we will be supported by public sentiment all 
along tho line. 

An attempt was made to see Mr. Scullin, but 
thatgentleman was not in bis office, so that 
the street railway end of the controversy was 
not heard,
